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Haitians flee In fear as big aftershock hits

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AP) —A powerful aftershock 
sent Haitians screaming into 
the streets on Wednesday, 
collapsing buildings, cracking 
roads and adding to the trauma 
of a nation stunned by an 
apocalyptic quake eight days 
ago. 

The magnitude-5.9 j olt 
matched the strongest of the 
aftershocks that have followed 
the huge quake of Jan. 12 that 
devastated Haiti’s capital. 

The new temblor collapsed 
seven buildings inPetit-Goave, 


the seaside town closest to the 
epicenter, according to Mike 
Morton of the U.N. Disaster 
Assessment and Coordination 
agency, but there were no 
reports of people crushed or 
trapped, perhaps because the 
earlier quake frightened most 
people into sleeping outside. 
Wails of terror erupted in 
Port-au-Prince, where the 

aftershock briefly interrupted 
rescue efforts amid the 

broken concrete of collapsed 
buildings, and prompted 
doctors and patients to flee the 
University Hospital. 

Hundreds of thousands of 
Haitians remain homeless,

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hungry and in mourning 
— most still waiting for the 
benefits of a nearly $ 1 billion 
global aid campaign that has 
brought hundreds of doctors 
and thousands of troops to 
the impoverished Caribbean 
nation. 

U.N. humanitarian chief John 
Holmes told reporters in New 
York that 2 million Haitians 
will probably need food aid 
for six months, while the 
World Food Program and other 
donors so far have reached 
only about half a million “with 
reasonable quantities of food” 
so far.

— White House gate 
crashers Tareq and Michaele 
Salahi invoked their U.S. 


constitutional right against 
self-incrimination Wednesday, 
refusing to answer a House 
committee’s questions about 
their uninvited appearance at 
a state dinner for Indian Prime

Minister Manmohan Singh. 
The jet-setting couple 
repeatedly said they were 
remaining silent on advice 
of their lawyer, but that 
did not prevent members 


of the Homeland Security 
Committee from peppering 
them with questions about 
how they got through Secret 
Service checkpoints on Nov. 
24. 

Tareq Salahi read an opening 
statement in which he offered 
to have the couple’s lawyers 
provide information about 
their appearance at the dinner. 
Committee Chairman Bennie 
Thompson, a Democrat, 
rejected the offer. 

A U.S. jury is investigating 
the Salahis to learn how they 
got past the Secret Service, 
which protects the president, 
without invitations and shook 
hands with President Barack 
Obama. 

The Salahis’ attorney, Stephen 
Best, said in an interview prior 
to the hearing that the couple 
believed they were invited to 
an arrival ceremony for the 
prime minister and the White 
House receiving line for the 
dinner. 

The couple was auditioning 


for a reality television show. 
The White House incident 
led to an apology from the 
Secret Service, and three of 
its officers were placed on 
administrative leave. 

Members of the committee 
repeatedly told the Salahis that 
the safety of the president was 
not a joke, although some of 
the questions from frustrated 
committee members were less 
than serious.. 

The couple — she dressed in 
a white jacket and skirt, he in 
a dark suit — said they would 
be willing to return and testify 
after the criminal investigation 
is finished. 

The couple could be charged 
under statutes that prohibit 
making false statements to 
federal agencies or using false 
pretenses to enter federal 
property. 

Best said his clients “maintain 
their absolute innocence 
and have not committed 
any criminal wrongdoing 
whatsoever. They will contest

Obama’s first year gets mixed verdict

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Nearly nine in 10 people in 
the U.S. like President Barack 
Obama personally, but he earns 
decidedly mixed reviews in 
a new Associated Press-GfK 
poll judging his first year in 
office. 

Obama’s approval ratings 
have been becalmed for 
months, 56 percent in the 
survey out Wednesday. By a 
modest margin, people still 
think the country is moving 
in the wrong direction, as they 
have since summer. 

The Republican upset in a 
U.S. Senate race Tuesday in 
Massachusetts demonstrated 
just how perilous the political 
landscape has become 
for Obama and his party. 
Democrats hope to hold 
onto their majority in both 
chambers of Congress in 
November elections. 

But two years after Obama 
famously told his Democratic 
primary opponent Hillary 
Rodham Clinton, “You’re 
likable enough, Hillary,” that 
appraisal seems to have settled 
firmly on him. 

Even three-quarters of 
Republicans say they 
personally like Obama. 

But such personal good will 
came to little in Massachusetts, 
where Republican Scott 
Brown defeated Democrat 
Martha Coakley in a race seen 
as a referendum on Obama’s 
first year in office as well as 
his top domestic priority, an 
overhaul of the U.S. health 
care system. 

Apresident’s likability can be a 
precious political commodity, 
but it proved to be one without 
coattails in the Senate contest. 
To be sure, the excitement of 
Obama’s inauguration and the 
inflated expectations of that 


time are gone. His approval 
ratings have been in the 50s 
since July, sliding from 74 
percent a year ago. 

Hopes that he would become 
an extraordinary president 
have been tempered during a 
year of economic calamity, an 
escalating war in Afghanistan 
and sharp elbows in the health 
care debate, the poll suggests. 
Fading, too, though, are 
worries that Obama is in over 
his head. 

Fewer Americans register a 
concern that the former one- 
term senator is doing too 
much too fast in the White 
House or lacks the gravitas to 
take on big problems. Even 
some people who don’t like 
his policies credit him with a 
capable approach. 

“I think he’s on top of things,” 
said Ken Jensen, 66, a retired 
economist in Woods Cross, 
Utah, and a Republican. “I 
admire him for his ability to 
put on a different necktie and 
approach a different problem 
in a competent way.” 

An opponent of Obama’s 
plans for health care and much 
else, Jensen said the president 
is doing right by Haiti and, in 
responding to the attempted 
bombing of a Detroit-bound 
airliner, “got it right” after 
a bumbling start on the first 
major domestic terrorism 
challenge of his presidency. 
With Obama’s out-of-the- 
gate plans to reinvent the 
health insurance system, 
restore economic stability 
and take big steps in energy, 
the environment and more, 
Americans appeared nervous 
about an upended status quo 
even as they were drawn to 
the promises of change. 

In the summer, nearly half of 
Americans thought Obama 
was trying to do too many 
things too quickly. That’s 


starting to turn around, 
according to the poll. An 
increasing number of people 
— especially Democrats — 
want him to pick up the pace 
even if not all are exactly sure 
what he should do. 

“He stood for change, change, 
change,” said Shira Callaway, 
32, a self-employed marketer 
in McDonough, Georgia, who 
voted for Obama in 2008. “I 
think that something needs to 
hurry up and be done. I don’t 
know what it should be, but 
something needs to be done a 
little bit faster.” 

Two-thirds in the poll 
agreed with the phrases “he 
understands the problems of 
ordinary Americans,” 4 ’he 
will keep America safe,” 4 ’he 
cares about people like you” 
and “he is a strong leader,” a 
modest decline from three- 
quarters or more before his 
inauguration. 

Most of that decline comes 
from sinking appraisals 
by Republicans, while his 
leadership ratings among 
independents have gone 
down much less and remain 
overwhelmingly favorable 


among Democrats. Before the 
inauguration, even a majority 
of Republicans said those 
phrases described Obama at 
least somewhat well. 

With Democratic majorities at 
stake again, the new AP-GfK 
poll found that 49 percent 
would like to see the party 
keep control of Congress in 
November while 37 percent 
want Republicans to take 
over. 

Also in the poll: 

—42 percent rated Obama 
as an above average or 
outstanding president. A year 
ago, 65 percent expected him 
to be. 

—The economy continues to 
be the dominant concern, and 
Obama’s 47 percent approval 
rating on handling the 


economy has hardly budged 
for months. 

—48 percent trust Democrats 
more to handle health care; 38 
percent trust Republicans. But 
respondents were split 42-42 
percent on the package being 
considered by Congress. That 
was a slight increase in support 
for the plans. 

—49 percent trust Democrats 
more on the economy; 40 
percent trust Republicans. 

—46 percent say the Obama 
administration has shown 
higher ethical standards than 
the Bush administration, while 
30 percent say they are about 
the same. 

—54 percent approve of his 
handling of terrorism, one 
of his strongest ratings on 
issuesQ

Republican Scott Brown’s win 
in the special election Tuesday 
for the Massachusetts seat was 
a stunning and bitter setback 
for Obama whose patient 
shepherding of health care 
reform was nearing success in 
Congress. 

That is no longer assured 
because the Democrat’s 60-seat 
super-majority — needed to 
overcome Republican stalling 
tactics — vanished with the 
drubbing of Democratic state 
Attorney General Martha 
Coakley. 

Brown, a state senator with 
a low profile, was initially 
seen as a sure loser. But he 
became the first Republican 
elected to the U.S. Senate from 
Massachusetts since 1972. The 
state’s registered Democrats 
outnumber Republicans by 3- 
to-1. 

Brown built his come-from- 
behind victory over Coakley 
by, among other pledges, 
promising to vote against the 
Democrats’ sweeping bid to 
reform the American health 
care system and focusing on 
the bad economy and Obama’s 
decision to give a key Sept. 11 
terrorist a hearing in the federal 
courts. 

The five-percentage-point 
win over Coakley, who earlier 
had led by double digits but 
was seen to have run a weak 
campaign, was widely viewed 
as reflecting a wave of voter 


dissatisfaction over Obama’s 
agenda and the nation’s dismal 
economic condition. 

Sen. John McCain, Obama’s 
Republican presidential rival in 
2008, likened Brown’s win to 
the U.S. Revolutionary War’s 
“shot heard ‘round the world” 
in Concord, Massachusetts, in 
April 1775. McCain said the 
message was clear: “No more 
business as usual in Washington. 
Stop this unsavory sausage¬ 
making process.” 

White House officials 
acknowledged that one of the 
lessons learned was the intensity 
of voter anger, but they said it 
wasn’t so much with Obama as 
with Washington’s failures in 
general and with the moribund 
economy. 

“There are messages here. We 
hear those messages,” senior 
Obama adviser David Axelrod 
said in an interview with cable 
news channel MSNBC. “There 
is a general sense of discontent 
about the economy. And there 
is a general sense of discontent 
about this town. That’s why we 
were elected.” 

Added press secretary Robert 
Gibbs: “There’s a tremendous 
amount of anger and frustration 
about where people are 
economically ... I think that’s 
what’s ultimately going to 
define the coming political 
battles.” 

They downplayed the notion 
that the vote was an indictment 
of health care reform. But 
Axelrod said that officials will 
“take into account” what voters 
said. He added, “It’s not an 
option simply to walk away 
from a problem that’s only 
going to get worse.” 

Senate Republican leader 
Mitch McConnell said Obama 
has a new opportunity for 
bipartisanship. 

“The president ought to take 
this as a message to recalibrate 
how he wants to govern and if 
he wants to govern from the 
middle we’ll meet him there,” 
he said. 


Brown said he was heading 
to Washington on Thursday, 
although it was unclear how 
quickly he would be seated. 
Some Democrats said there 
should be no further action on 
health care reform until that 
happens. Senate Democratic 
leader Harry Reid said 
Brown would be sworn in 
immediately. 

Brown’s addition to the upper 
chamber gives Republicans the 
votes to successfully stall health 
care or any other major issue 
from reaching the floor. Both 
houses have passed a version of 
the health care reform program, 
but are now in the process of 
negotiating major differences 
into a single bill that would 
need to pass in both the Senate 
and House before Obama could 
sign it into law. 

Polls show that the health 
care overhaul has the support 
of a diminishing minority of 
voters, a fact that — along with 
Brown’s upset win — could 
produce even more skittishness 
among moderate Democrats 
as they face an anti-incumbent 
mood ahead of congressional 
elections in November. 

Even so, Brown said he did not 
see his victory as a referendum 
on Obama’s first year in office. 
“It’s bigger than that,” he said. 
“I just focused on what I did, 
which is to talk about the issues 
— terror, taxes and the health 
care plan.” 

But that may understate the 
disaffection with the Obama 
agenda among voters caught 
in one of the deepest economic 
downturns since the 1930s 
Great Depression. 

And it turned politics in 
Massachusetts upside down. 
Just 14 months ago, Obama 
carriedthe state by 26 percentage 
points over Republican John 
McCain, and Brown will 
assume a seat Kennedy, who 
died of brain cancer in August, 
and his brother, President John 
F. Kennedy, held for over 50 
years. Q 
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Explosives found at home of slaying suspect

APPOMATTOX, Virginia 
(AP) — Bomb technicians 
discovered a “multitude” of 
explosives Wednesday at a 
home where eight people 
were found dead, police 
said. The killings launched 
an all-night manhunt that 
ended when the suspect 
surrendered at sunrise. 
Christopher Bryan 

Speight, 39, was wearing a 
bulletproof vest but had no 
weapons when he turned 
himself in to police around 
7:10 a.m., Sheriff O. Wilson 
Staples said. Authorities 
say he fired at a state police 
helicopter, rupturing its 
gas tank and forcing it to 
land, but no one on board 
was hurt. Police still have 
not revealed a motive or 
identified the victims. 
Staples said Wednesday 
that Speight lived in the 
home where three bodies 
were found inside and four 
outside. The eighth victim, 
who was found barely alive 
on the road just outside the 
house, died at the hospital. 
Police were concerned that 
Speight might have rigged 
the house with explosives, 
and state police Sgt. Thomas 
Molnar said bomb-sniffing 
dogs found a “multitude 
of devices inside and 
outside the house.” Bomb 
technicians were exploding 
the devices, a process 
expected to continue into 
Thursday. 

Authorities have not said 


how Speight was related 
to the victims. Police 
spokeswoman Corrine 
Geller also would not say 
what Speight said when he 
turned himself in. 

He was wearing camouflage 
pants and a black sweat 
shirt when officers put 
him in a sheriff’s car at 
state police headquarters 
later Wednesday. He was 
being taken to Appomattox 
Regional Jail and had not 
been charged. 

Police did not identify 
the dead, but rumors flew 
around the county, which 
has about 14,500 residents. 
The drama that started 
around noon Tuesday 
paralyzed the rural area 
about 100 miles (160 
kilometers) southwest 
of Richmond that is best 
known as the place where 
Confederate Gen. Robert E. 
Lee surrendered his army in 
1865 to Union Gen. Ulysses 
S. Grant to end the U.S. 
Civil War. 

Police with dogs and heat¬ 
sensing equipment swarmed 
the woods and warned 
residents to stay indoors 
with doors locked. 

“This is a horrific tragedy,” 
Geller said at a news 
conference Wednesday. “It’s 
definitely one of the worst 
mass killings in Virginia, 
probably since the Virginia 
Tech tragedy in April of 
2007.” 

Appomattox County court 
records show a concealed 
weapons permit was issued 


to a Christopher Bryan 
Speight three times between 
1999 and last year. The 
issue dates match the five- 
year renewal period for 
concealed handgun permits 
under Virginia law. 
Authorities earlier said 
Speight had a high-powered 
rifle and Staples said 
investigators believe he had 
weapons training based on 
the weapons found in his 
home, though they have no 
information to indicate he 
was in the military. 
Speight’s uncle, Jack 
Giglio of Tampa, Florida, 
said his nephew was a deer 
hunter, though as far as he 
knew Speight did not have 
any specialized weapons 
training. 

“We’re shocked, of course,” 
Giglio said. “I’m not aware 
of any problems with him. 
It’s kind of out of the blue. 
We’re still trying to pick up 
facts too.” 

Giglio said he hadn’t 
seen Speight since 2006, 
when they both attended 
the funeral for Speight’s 
mother, who died of brain 
cancer. 

State police backed by other 
agencies spent Wednesday 
night enforcing a perimeter 
around a swath of woods 
that was 2 miles long and 
1,000 yards wide. 

The house where most of 
the bodies were found is 
located on a gravel road, 
with woods and farm fields 
surrounding it. 

The drama began around 


noon Tuesday when 
deputies responded to an 
emergency call about an 
injured man along the side 
of a narrow country road. 

A deputy who answered

more gunshots and soon 
the area was filled with 
law enforcement from all 
over, with more than 100

The U.S. Navy’s floating 
hospital, USNS Comfort, 
dropped anchor in view of the 
capital on Wednesday with 
about 550 medical staff, joining 
teams from about 30 other 
countries trying to treat the 
injured. About 250,000 people 
were hurt in the quake and aid 
groups say many people have 
died for lack of medical care or 
adequate equipment. 

And the Pentagon announced 
that 2,000 more U.S. Marines 
would be sent to Haiti, adding 
11,500 U.S. military personnel 
already on the ground or on 
ships offshore — a number 
expected to reach 16,000 by 
week’s end. 

At a golf course where U.S. 
troops have been trying to help 
25,000 people living under 
sheets of plastic and old cloth, 
soldiers and quake victims 
alike raced for open ground as 
the quake began. 

A slow vibration intensified 
into side-to-side shaking that 
lasted about eight seconds. 
Some in Port-au-Prince said 
the far stronger Jan. 12 quake 
seemed to last for 30 seconds. 
“It kind of felt like standing on 
a board on top of a ball,” said 
Staff Sgt. Steven Payne. The 
27-year-old from Jolo, West 
Virginia, who was part of the 
U.S. Army’s aid mission. 

At least one woman died of a 
heart attack, according to Eddy 
Thomas, a private undertaker 
who was wheeling her body 
along a street in Port-au-Prince: 
“She had a heart condition, and 
the new quake finished her.” 
The U.S. Geological Survey 
said the aftershock was centered 
about 35 miles west-southwest 
of Port-au-Prince and 6.2 miles 
below the surface. 


It was a little further from 
the capital than last week’s 
magnitude-7.0 quake, which 
the killed an estimated 200,000 
people and made as many as 2 
million homeless, according to 
the European Union. 
Wednesday’s temblor matched 
the strongest of 49 aftershocks 
of magnitude-4.5 or greater that 
have followed the Jan. 12 quake 
and USGS geophysicist Bruce 
Pressgrave said nobody knows 
if a still-stronger aftershock is 
possible. 

“Aftershocks sometimes die out 
very quickly,” he said. “In other 
cases they can go on for weeks, 
or if we’re really unlucky it 
could go on for months” as the 
earth adjusts to the new stresses 
caused by the initial quake. 

The shaking ripped 8-inch 
cracks in a road west of the 
capital near Leogane, where 


U.S. Marines were setting up a 
post to aid quake victims who 
are sleeping in streets, culverts 
and driveways, often under tree 
branches draped with sheets to 
guard against the sun. 

The latest quake, combined 
with a light rain on Tuesday, 
has complicated rescue efforts, 
said Dr. Yi Ting Tsai, part of 
a Taiwanese crew digging 
for survivors near the ruined 
cathedral. 

“The problem is the rain and 
the new quake this morning has 
made the debris more compact,” 
he said. 

International aid teams have 
saved 121 people fromthe rubble, 
an unprecedented number, 
according to aid organization. 
Dr. Jon Kim Andrus, deputy 
director for the Pan American 


Health Organization, said that 
“countless more have been 
rescued by Haitians working 
with no equipment at all,” he 
said. 

A 69-year-old domestic worker, 
Ena Zizi, said she prayed 
constantly during her week 
under the rubble. 

She had been at a meeting at 
the residence of Haiti’s Roman 
Catholic archbishop when the 
Jan. 12 quake struck, trapping 
her in debris. On Tuesday, a 
Mexican disaster team pulled 
her to safety. 

Zizi said after the quake, she 
spoke back and forth with a 
vicar who also was trapped. But 
he fell silent after a few days, 
and she spent the rest of the 
time praying and waiting. 

“I talked only to my boss, 


God,” she said. “I didn’t need 
any more humans.” 

Doctors who examined Zizi 
on Tuesday said she was 
dehydrated and had a dislocated 
hip and a broken leg. 

Elsewhere in the capital, two 
women were pulled from a 
destroyed university building. 
And near midnight Tuesday, a 
smiling and singing 26-year-old 
Lozama Hotteline was carried 
to safety from a collapsed store 
in the Petionville neighborhood 
by the French aid group 
Rescuers Without Borders. 

Yet the colossal efforts to help 
Haiti were proving inadequate 
because of the scale of the 
disaster. Expectations exceeded 
what money, will and military 
might have been able to 
achieve. 

Governments have pledged 
nearly $1 billion in aid, and 
thousands of tons of food and 
medical supplies have been 
shipped. But much remains 
trapped in warehouses, or 
diverted to the neighboring 
Dominican Republic. Port- 
au-Prince ’s nonfunctioning 
seaport and many impassable 
roads complicate efforts to get 
aid to the people. 

Aid is still being turned back 
from the single-runway airport, 
where the U.S. military has been 
criticized by some of poorly 
prioritizing flights. The U.S. 
Air Force said it had raised the 
facility’s daily capacity from 30 
flights before the quake to 180. 
U.S. Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates said the military will 
send a port-clearing ship with 
cranes aboard to Port-au- 
Prince to remove debris that 
is preventing many larger aid 
ships from docking. 

The U.N. was sending in 
reinforcements as well: The 
Security Council voted Tuesday 
to add 2,000 peacekeepers to 
the 7,000 already in Haiti, and 
1,500 more police to the 2,100- 
strong international force.

Haitians was the reopening 
of several money exchange 
houses on Wednesday and 
Haitian banks’ announcement 
that they will reopen in rural 
provinces on Thursday, then in 
the capital on Saturday. That 
will help restore the flow of 
money from Haitians abroad, 
who send home $1.9 billion a 
year.

120 flights canceled as Irish controllers protest

DUBLIN (AP) — More than 120 
flights in and out of Ireland were 
canceled Wednesday when air traffic 
controllers staged a four-hour walkout 
in a bid for higher pay — a protest 
that elicited little support outside the 
trade-union movement. 

Government and business leaders 
condemned the controllers’ protest as 
selfish at a time when Ireland is battling 
record debts, cutting pay and slashing 
jobs. The government’s minister for 
trade and commerce, Billy Kelleher, 
said the controllers’ decision to shut 
down the runways at the nation’s three 
main airports had ruined travel plans 
for 20,000 people and was “further 
undermining Ireland’s economic 
viability and reputation.” 

The Irish Aviation Authority employs 
300 controllers at Ireland’s airports 
in Dublin, Cork and Shannon. In 
2007 — as part of a national wage- 
pact deal that employers since have 
abandoned because of Ireland’s 


dive into recession — the authority 
promised the controllers a 6 percent 
raise that it now wants to delay until 
at least 2012. 

The controllers’ union, Impact, said 
its members reserved the right to call 
wider strikes unless the authority 
delivers the pay increase now and 
abandons its demand for controllers 
to begin helping fund their guaranteed 
pension plans. The union also seeks 
extra pay for controllers to use 
recently upgraded air-traffic-control 
technology. 

Liam Kavanagh, the Irish Aviation 
Authority’s head of human resources, 
said the controllers were being greedy 
and unreasonable. 

Kavanagh said on average each 
controller received €160,000 
($225,000) in salary and company- 
funded pension payments, worked 35- 
hour weeks with frequent half-hour 
breaks, and got 46 days’ vacation and 
137 rest days a year. 

He said the Irish-based airlines, 
principally loss-making Aer Lingus 


and cutthroat but profitable Ryanair, 
funded the authority’s work in full. 
“The airlines cannot afford to pay 
any increases in the current economic 
climate. The aviation industry is on its 
knees,” he said. 

Aer Lingus said it canceled 64 flights 
Wednesday, Ryanair 48, and small 
regional airline Aer Arann five. Scores 
of other flights were delayed for 
hours, with many midmoming flights 
rescheduled for the evening. 

Aer Lingus — which has been cutting 
its own pay levels and staff in a bid 
to return to profit — said it supported 
the authority’s stand against the 
controllers’ demands. Ryanair 
lambasted the controllers as “overpaid 
and underworked,” and called on 
grounded customers to phone and e- 
mail complaints to the Impact union 
headquarters. 

The Irish Business and Employers 
Confederation, which represents 
7,000 employers nationwide, said 
it was “outrageous that the public is 
being held to ransom in this way.’Q 
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Netanyahu demands Israeli presence In West Bank

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israeli 
Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu said Wednesday 
that Israel must have a 
presence in the West Bank 
to stop rockets from being 
imported even after a peace 
agreement is achieved, the 
first time he has spelled out 
such a demand. 

He said the experience of 
rocket attacks from the 
Lebanese and Gaza borders

means Israel must be able to 
prevent such weapons from 
being brought into any future 
Palestinian entity in the West 
Bank. 

“We cannot afford to have 
that across from the center of 
our country,” he told foreign 
reporters Wednesday in 
Jerusalem. 

“In the case of a future 
settlement with the 
Palestinians, this will require 
an Israeli presence on the 
eastern side of a prospective 


Palestinian state,” he said, 
without elaborating. 

Until recent months, 
Netanyahu hesitated to refer 
to the concept of a Palestinian 
state and has not outlined 
how much, if any, of the West 
Bank he would be willing to 
give up. 

“We are surrounded by an 
ever-growing arsenal of 
rockets placed in the Iranian- 
supported enclaves to the 
north and to the south,” he 
said, referring to Lebanon and 
Gaza. 

Under the current situation, 
Israel is in overall control of 
the West Bank and its borders, 
though the Palestinian 
Authority patrols main 
population centers. 

Netanyahu outlined the 
defensive systems Israel 
is developing to knock 
down incoming rockets, but 
he admitted that they are 
“prohibitively expensive.” He 
said that Hezbollah in Lebanon 
and Hamas in Gaza get their 
rockets from neighboring 
countries, and that must be 
stopped. 

Palestinians want to create 
an independent state in the 
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West Bank, Gaza Strip and 
east Jerusalem with no Israeli 
presence, military or civilian. 
Palestinian President 

Mahmoud Abbas has proposed 
that the Obama administration 
negotiate the final borders 
of a Palestinian state with 
Israel, a Palestinian official 
said Wednesday, as a U.S. 
envoy headed to the region 
for another attempt to restart 
Mideast peace talks. 

Such a proxy arrangement 
could provide a way around 
the current deadlock over 
reviving Israeli-Palestinian 
talks, which broke off more 
than a year ago. Abbas says 
he won’t return to the table 
without a complete Israeli 
settlement freeze, something 
Netanyahu has refused to do. 
As an alternative, U.S. officials 
could replace Palestinian 
negotiators in border talks 
with Israel, said an Abbas 
aide, who spoke on condition 
of anonymity because he was 
not authorized to discuss the 
content of internal meetings. 
The U.S. negotiators would 
be given clear parameters, the 
aide said. 

Abbas made the proposal in 
recent meetings with Egyptian 
officials who passed the idea 


along to Washington, the aide 
said. It was not clear how the 
Americans reacted. 

Officials at the U.S. Consulate 
in Jerusalem, which serves the 
West Bank, had no comment. 
Netanyahu did not refer to the 
proposal at his Wednesday 
news conference. 

Abbas is expected to discuss 
his proposal with Obama’s 
Mideast envoy, George 
Mitchell, who was to arrive 
in Israel later Wednesday. 
Mitchell is to hold separate 
talks with Netanyahu and 
Abbas on Thursday and 
Friday. 

At the news conference, 
Netanyahu also appealed for 
tough international sanctions 
against Iran. He said there is 
“wide acceptance” of Israel’s 
view that Iran poses a strategic 
threat because of its nuclear 
program. 

“The question is, is there a 
willingness to act. We will 
soon find out,” he said. 
Netanyahu did not refer to the 
possibility that Israel or others 
might attack Iran militarily. 
Iran has insisted that its 
nuclear program is peaceful, 
but Israel, the U.S. and others 
suspect that Iran is constructing 
nuclear weaponsQ 


Prostitutes in 
Greece demand 
brothel license 


ATHENS, Greece (AP) — Dozens of prostitutes, most using 
headscarves or hoods to hide their faces, demonstrated in central 
Athens Wednesday, demanding working licenses for brothels 
across Greece. 

Prostitution is legal in Greece, and sex workers have personal 
permits to exercise their profession. But they can only do that 
by walking the streets, not using brothels. As a result, many 
end up working illegally and facing arrest because they operate 
out of brothels. “We are here to put an end to our hardship 
and degradation,” said Dimitra Kanellopoulou, president of 
Greece’s sex workers’ association, SEPE. “The situation is 
tragic, hypocritical and miserable.” 

About 100 sex workers held a rally outside the Interior Ministry, 
chanting: “We will not back down until we are given justice.” 
“We want to be able to work legally in brothels and not on the 
streets,” said 47-year-old Maria K., who has been working as 
a prostitute for more than 20 years. She would not give her 
surname. Kanellopoulou, the head of the union, said Interior 
Minister Yannis Ragoussis met briefly with union members and 
agreed to discuss their grievances, including cutting red tape 
and making it easier for prostitutes to obtain licenses.□

JOS, Nigeria (AP) — Charred 
bodies with scorched hands 
reaching skyward lay in the 
streets and a mosque with 
blackened minarets smoldered 
Wednesday after several days 
of fighting between Christians 
and Muslims killed more than 
200 people. 

Sectarian violence in this 
central region of Nigeria has 
left thousands dead over the 
past decade, and the latest 
outbreak that began Sunday 
came despite the government’s 
efforts to quell religious 
extremism in the West African 
country. 

Jos was mostly calm 
Wednesday, though many 
terrified civilians kept indoors 
while soldiers patrolled the 
streets. The city is situated 
in Nigeria’s “middle belt,” 
where dozens of ethnic groups 
mingle in a band of fertile and 
hotly contested land separating 
the Muslim north from the 
predominantly Christian 
south. 

There are conflicting accounts 
about what unleashed the 
bloodshed. According to the 
state police commissioner, 
skirmishes began after Muslim 
youths set a Christian church 
ablaze, but Muslim leaders 
denied that. Other community 
leaders say it began with an 


argument over the rebuilding 
of a Muslim home in a 
predominantly Christian 
neighborhood that had been 
destroyed in November 2008. 
Corinne Dufka, senior West 
Africa researcher at Human 
Rights Watch, said what caused 
the latest spark was beside the 
point. The deeper problem, 
she said, is the government’s 
failure to address underlying 
conflict in the region. 

After similar bouts of 
violence in the past, Nigerian 
authorities have “come up 
with analysis, but they don’t 
respond properly with concrete 
measures and policies,” Dufka 
said. “Tensions seethe, and 
months or years later you have 
another outbreak.” 

More than 13,500 Nigerians 
have died in sectarian violence 
in the last decade, and at least 
2,500 people had been killed in 
Plateau state alone since 2001, 
according to Human Rights 
Watch. Dufka said no one has 
been held accountable, leading 
to a climate of impunity. 

“It’s not just the perpetrators 
who often murdered people 
in horrific ways who have 
not been held accountable, 
but also the political leaders 
and sometimes the religious 
leaders that foment violence, 
as well as the security forces 
who’ve used excessive force 
to respond to it.” 


In Jos, witnesses said rioters 
armed with knives, homemade 
firearms and stones had 
attacked passers-by and 
fought with security forces, 
leaving bodies in the street 
and stacked in mosques after 
fighting began Sunday. 
Authorities imposed a 24-hour 
curfew, but on Wednesday 
people could been seen 
walking around the center 
of the city. When an army 
convoy passed, they stopped 
and raised their hands above 
their heads to show they were 
not a threat. 

“We want the government 
to come and help us,” said 
Abdullahi Ushman, who said 
he had seen rioters attacking 
people with firearms and bows 
and arrows. 

Plateau State governor Jonah 
Jang said the violence was 
not provoked by a lack of 
opportunity in this rural 
farming community. He 
claimed many of the attackers 
were from Muslim-dominant 
northern Nigeria and from the 
nearby, predominantly Muslim 
nations of Niger and Chad. 
“There are people 
masterminding this for their 
own selfish reasons,” said 
Jang, who is Christian. 

The Minister of Police Affairs, 
Ibrahim Yakubu Lame, issued 
a statement Tuesday blaming 
the violence on “some highly 


placed individuals in the 
society who were exploiting 
the ignorance and poverty of 
the people to cause mayhem 
in the name of religion.” 

The chief of Army staff, Lt. 
Gen. Abdulrahman Danbazau, 
confirmed accounts that some 
residents had been dragged 
out of their homes and shot by 
men dressed in what appeared 
to be army uniforms. He said 
five of the suspects arrested 
were dressed in khaki army- 
style uniforms and claimed 
to be police officers, though 
only one of the five men could 
provide police identification. 
Jos is not alone in being shaken 


by religious violence. In July, 
an extremist group known as 
Boko Haram — translated 
as “Western education is 
sacrilege” — attacked police 
stations and other government 
buildings, starting days of 
violence that left more than 
700 people dead in northern 
Nigeria. Another wave of 
violence started by infighting 
in another Islamic extremist 
group left at least 38 people 
dead in December. 

Still, nearly all violence caused 
by extremist sects comes from 
intensely local politics or 
grievances — not any call for 
holy war against the West.Q

John Cena talks 
about latest film

NEW ORLEANS - Wrestling star John Cena said he’s 
enjoying the challenge of acting in his very first dramatic 
film. 

The “WWE Monday Night RAW” star’s only two previous 
movies — 2006’s “The Marine” and last year’s “12 Rounds” 
— were action films that involved “blowing things up” and 
“dodging bullets,” Cena said Wednesday. 

While in New Orleans for the filming of “Brother’s Keeper,” 
a World Wrestling Entertainment movie that also stars Danny 
Glover, Patricia Clarkson and Devon Graye, Cena called the 
project “a great change of pace.” 

“This one is a lot less physically demanding,” he said. “I feel 
like Eve been able to get involved in the story, and it’s an 
easy story to embrace. I think everybody will be able to pull 
something from it.” 

The plot centers on a socially awkward teenage boy, played 
by Graye, who tries to reconnect his family after the death 
of his collegiate wrestling star father by following in his 
father’s footsteps. In a scene being filmed Wednesday, Cena, 
who plays Graye’s estranged older brother, shows up at 
the younger boy’s high school to watch him compete in a 
wrestling match. 

Clarkson plays their mother and Glover plays the role of a 
charming and mysterious man who shows up at pivotal times 
in the life of Graye’s character. 

“It’ll be a good watch,” Cena said. “People will walk away 
from this movie feeling good about themselves.” 

Filming is scheduled to run through the end of January, 
said David Calloway, the movie’s producer who is also vice 
president of WWE Studios.□ 


This year, Jackson will be a 
focal point of the show, with 
an unprecedented posthumous 
tribute. The Grammys will 
broadcast a 3-D clip the singer 
made for his hit “Earth Song,” 
a video that was to be integral 
to his comeback concerts in 
London in July 2009 — shows 
that never happened because 
of his June 25 death in Los 
Angeles. 

Usher, Celine Dion, Carrie 
Underwood, Jennifer Hudson 
and Smokey Robinson will 
perform alongside the clip, 
which Ehrlich says will be the 
first time an awards show will 
feature 3-D. 

“Whenever we would do a 
show with (Jackson), the first 
thing he would say to me was, 
'How can we do something 
that we (have) never done 
before?’And now we’re doing 
something that hasn’t been 
done before,” said Ehrlich, 
who worked with Jackson 
for almost 30 years, in an 
interview Tuesday. 

Ehrlich produced the televised 
memorial to Jackson last year. 
He was with the singer the 
night before he died — and 
that’s when he first saw the 3- 
D clip of “Earth Song,” a call 
to action about the destruction 
of nature and animals by man. 
“There are these incredible 
images of the beauties of 


nature, and then they are seen 
through the eyes of a little 
girl, and that girl falls asleep 
and when she wakes up, she 
is witness to the destruction 
of nature,” said Ehrlich. “It’s 
all about questioning what our 
values are.” 

While a part of the clip was 
shown in the recent movie 
documentary “This Is It,” 
Ehrlich says the Grammys 
will show the full piece in 3-D. 
When he saw it with Jackson 
that night, Ehrlich said the 
singer was moved to tears. 

“It was pretty emotional for 
him,” Ehrlich said. “Afterward 
he said to me that that song and 
that piece and that portion of 
the concert was as important 
to him than anything else in 
the show.” 

Ehrlich decided to use the 
five-minute 3-D clip at 
the Grammys to produce 
a show-stopper worthy of 
Jackson, who provided the 
awards show with some of its 
most memorable moments, 
including his then-historic 
eight Grammy wins in 1984. 
“The promise is this is going 
to be pretty spectacular,” he 
said. 

Viewers can get free 3-D 
“Grammy” glasses from 
Target stores nationwide from 
Jan. 24 through Jan. 31, when 
the 52nd annual Grammy

Stocks fall as China clamps down on bank lending

NEW YORK - The stock 
market posted its biggest 
drop in a month on concerns 
that tighter lending in China 
could endanger an economic 
recovery. Disappointing 
earnings from IBM and 
Morgan Stanley added to 
investors’ angst. 

At the same time, a spike in 
the dollar pushed commodity 
prices sharply lower 
Wednesday, hurting stocks 
of energy companies and 
materials producers. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average fell 122 points from 
a 15-month high but ended 
well off its lows for the day. 
Demand for safe havens like 
government debt rose, pushing 
yields lower in the Treasury 
market. 

Stocks have posted sharp 
swings since last week as 
investors try to determine the 
overall direction of the market. 
The Dow fell 101 Friday and 
jumped 116 points Tuesday. 
The latest slide came as 
concern grew that China’s 
efforts to keep its economy 
under control could hurt a 
global recovery. A top banking 
regulator said Wednesday that 
China will increase monitoring 
of banks as it tries to prevent 
speculative bubbles in areas 
like real estate. Last week 
China took steps to restrict 
runaway lending as a way 
to cool that country’s rapid 
growth. 

Investors are also questioning 


whether a 68.2 percent gain 
in the benchmark Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index in the past 
10 months has been too much. 
Those doubts are intensifying 
as more companies report 
results from the final three 
months of 2009 this week. 
The early read is that cost¬ 
cutting has again helped boost 
profits, but revenues remain 
disappointingly weak. 

IBM Corp. led the Dow lower. 
The company reported late 
Tuesday that its earnings rose 
9 percent from a year earlier, 
while sales rose less than 1 
percent. 

The company’s forecast was 
seen as cautious. 

“We might see profitability 
out of companies this season 
but we’re not really seeing 
revenue growth,” said Dan 
Cook, senior market analyst at 
IG Markets in Chicago. 

Banks posted mixed results. 
Bank of America Corp. 
reported better results and 
said credit conditions were 
improving, but also said the 
economic environment is 
“fragile.” Wells Fargo & Co. 
sounded an optimistic note 
on consumer resilience, but 
Morgan Stanley fell short of 
expectations. 

According to preliminary 
calculations, the Dow fell 
122.28, or 1.1 percent, to 
10,603.15. The Dow had been 
down as much as 208 points. 
The broader S&P 500 index 
fell 12.19, or 1.1 percent, to 
1,138.04, and the Nasdaq 
composite index fell 29.15, or 
1.3 percent, to 2,291.25.□

House votes for faster tax 
breaks for Haiti gifts

WASHINGTON - Taxpayers who make 
donations for Haitian earthquake victims 
would be able to write off this charitable 
deduction when they file their 2009 taxes 
this spring, under a bill passed by the House 
Wednesday. 

Under current law, donors would have to wait 
until they file their 2010 returns next year to 
take the deductions. But the newly advanced 
bill would allow donations made by the end of 
February to be deducted from 2009 returns. 
The bill passed on a voice vote with no 
opposition. Quick Senate action is expected. A 
similar law was enacted in 2005 for donations 
to victims of the Indian Ocean tsunami that 
happened in December 2004. 

“It’s a simple gesture but it will encourage 
giving in this challenging economy,” said 
Rep. Earl Blumenauer, D-Ore. 

Last week’s quake killed an estimated 
200,000 people in Haiti, left 250,000 injured 
and made 1.5 million homeless, according to 
the European Union Commission. A powerful 
aftershock caused even more damage 
Wednesday. 

“The bottom line is they need cash, they need 
checks,” said Rep. Charles Rangel, D-N.Y., 
chairman of the tax-writing House Ways and 


Means Committee. 

The American Red Cross had raised a total 
of $127 million as of Tuesday evening, 
spokesman Roger Lowe said. Of that amount, 
about $24 million had come from people 
making $10 donations by texting the word 
“Haiti” to the number 90999 from their 
mobile phones, Lowe said. 

“The Red Cross wholeheartedly supports 
Congress’ efforts to aid charitable giving 
during this time of unprecedented need for 
Haiti,” the American Red Cross said in a 
statement. “The outpouring of support from 
the American public is making it into the hands 
of the Haitian people, and this legislation will 
help us provide even more help and hope to 
survivors.” 

Lowe said donations will help short-term relief 
efforts as well as long-term reconstruction 
projects. 

The bill is also sponsored by the top Democrat 
and Republican on the tax-writing Senate 
Finance Committee, improving its likelihood 
of passing.

- Tom Brady has 
pulled out of the Pro Bowl after a season in 
which he played with rib and finger injuries. 
He has been replaced by Matt Schaub of the 
Houston Texans. 

The NFL announced the change of AFC backup 
quarterbacks on Wednesday. Brady and the rest 
of the New England Patriots had physicals 
after their 33-14 opening-round playoff loss to 
Baltimore on Jan. 10. 

Brady played in all 16 regular-season games 
and completed 371 of 565 passes for 4,398 
yards, 28 touchdowns and 13 interceptions. 
His completion percentage of 65.7 was seventh 
in the NFL and his passer rating of 96.2 was 
ninth. 

In the playoff game against the Ravens, he 
completed 23 of 42 passes for 154 yards, two 
touchdowns and three interceptions. 

Schaub, named to his first Pro Bowl, completed 
396 of 583 passes for 4,770 yards, all the most 
in the NFL. He ranked fourth with a 67.9 


completion percentage and seventh with a 98.6 
passer rating. He threw for 29 touchdowns, 
including the game-winner in Houston’s 34-27 
victory over New England in the final regular- 
season game, and 15 interceptions 
Brady was chosen for his fifth Pro Bowl but 
withdrew for the second straight time. He and 
Patriots receiver Randy Moss pulled out of the 
2008 game with ankle injuries on Feb. 4, the 
day after the Patriots lost 17-14 to the New 
York Giants in the Super Bowl. Brady threw an 
NFL record 50 touchdown passes that season.

NFL players lobby Congress 
in battles with league

WASHINGTON - Pro football players sought lawmakers’ 
help Wednesday in preventing NFL owners from imposing 
a lockout after next season and said a league victory in a 
Supreme Court antitrust case could affect free agency and 
ticket prices. 

“We want Congress to know that management is pushing us 
toward a lockout,” said Kevin Mawae, the union president 
and one of about 30 current and former players who were on 
Capitol Hill. 

A league official said the players’ time would be better spent 
negotiating with the owners than lobbying Congress. 

Mawae, a Tennessee Titans center, said in an interview that 
he hopes Congress will exert its leverage over the league 
to help prevent a lockout, which players fear the owners 
plan to do following the 2010 season. He cited comments 
by New York Giants co-owner John Mara to The New York 
Times this week that the two sides might be moving further 
apart in negotiations for a new deal. 

Owners contend the existing agreement, which calls for 
players to receive about 60 percent of revenues, is too 
favorable for players. 

“We like the agreement the way it is,” Washington Redskins 
wide receiver Antwaan Randle El told The Associated Press. 
He said owners “want us to go back to the ‘70s,” before the 
current free agency system started. 

Several players said they told lawmakers how a lockout 
would affect workers who depend on games, such as 
employees of football stadiums and nearby restaurants. 
They said Congress has leverage over the league, including 
an antitrust exemption for broadcasting contracts that helped 
turn the NFL into the economic powerhouse it is today. 

“I want Congress to review why they gave the exemption,” 
Houston Texans guard Chester Pitts said. Holding his fingers 
a half-inch apart, he added, “Right now, the NFL has that 
much oversight. We want more.” 

League Vice President Joe Browne said in an e-mail that 
the union’s new executive director, DeMaurice Smith, won 
election on a platform “that included ‘using’ Congress to 
exert influence on our labor talks. Kevin’s comments — 
and the visits by dozens of players to the Hill today — are 
consistent with that promise. The owners and players are 
going to negotiate a deal. The only question is when. Having 
the union and its player reps spending more time in the 
negotiating room and less time lobbying Congress would be 
a good start.’Q 
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AP Exclusive: IOC recommends gender test centers

LONDON (AP) — The 
International Olympic 

Committee is recommending 
the establishment of special 
medical centers around the 
world to deal with cases of 
athletes with ambiguous 
sexual characteristics. 

The IOC also wants rules put 
into place by sports bodies to 
determine the eligibility on a 
“case by case” basis of athletes 
whose gender is called into 
question. 

The IOC organized a two- 
day conference with medical 
specialists in Miami to consider 
guidelines for handling sex 
verification cases, an issue 
that gained global attention 
last year when South African 
runner Caster Semenya was 
ordered to undergo gender 
tests. 

The case of Semenya, who 
won the women’s 800 meters 
at the world championships, 
was not dealt with directly in 
the closed meetings Sunday 
and Monday. But it helped 
focus the need for clarity 
on the issue of whether an 
athlete competes as a man or 
a woman. 


“We did not discuss any 
particular case,” IOC medical 
commission chairman Arne 
Ljungqvist told The Associated 
Press in an exclusive interview. 
“We explored the science of all 
these matters. We established 
several important points based 
on up-to-date science and 
global expertise. Now we have 
the scientific basis for going 
further.” 

Among the key conclusions 
was a proposal to set up health 
centers where experts would 
diagnose and treat athletes with 
what are known as “disorders 
of sex development.” Most 
cases, Ljungqvist said, require 
treatment such as surgery or 
hormone therapy. 

“We cannot expect sports 
in every country around the 
world to have the necessary 
expertise,” Ljungqvist said 
by telephone. “That’s not 
possible, so we recommend 
strategically located centers 
where cases could be referred 
if necessary. It’s for the experts 
to decide what to do with each 
individual case. There is no 
general treatment. There is no 
general diagnosis.”

Gebrselassie aims to 
beat his record in Dubai

DUBAI, United Arab Emirates (AP) — Aiming to break his 
own marathon world record on Friday at the Dubai Marathon, 
Haile Gebrselassie says “it’s possible.” 

The 36-year-old Ethiopian will pick up a $1 million bonus — 
on top of the $250,000 winner’s prize — if he improves on the 
record of 2 hours, 3 minutes, 59 seconds he set in Berlin in 
2008. 

“To break the world record in marathon, everything needs to be 
perfect,” Gebrselassie said Wednesday, two days ahead of his 
first race in 2010. “This year it looks like it’s possible.” 

That would also mean setting his 27th world record overall. 

“If I break the record it will be special,” Gebrselassie said. “If 
not, what can I do? I have to think of the next marathon.” 

That will be “somewhere in Europe,” Gebrselassie said. But for 
now, he is focused on Dubai’s race. He’s been training hard 
and is feeling confident that he will be able to calculate and 
distribute power over the 42.2 kilometers (26.2 miles) he will 
run on the streets along Dubai’s Persian Gulf coast. 

“Up to 30 kilometers is like playing,” Gebrselassie said. “After 
that you have to give everything you have. And that’s what I 
want to do on Friday.” 

His top rivals will be Kenyan runners Sammy Korir, Shadrack 
Kiplagat and Daniel Yego. 

In the women’s field, defending champion Bezunesh Bekele 
Sertsu will be challenged by Ethiopian teammate Askale Tafa 
Magarsa and Helena Kirop of Kenya. 


scientists, medical experts

onstage performanceis unique 
and different, expect lots of 
surprises. 

When did you first realize you 
wanted to be a magician? 

In elementary school, in 2nd 
grade, I fooled my teacher Mrs. 
Hooligan, in much frustration 
and consternation on her part, 
I performed a show & tell 
effect; using a bell that rang at 
any time, only I the magician 
could make it ring, she tried 
and tired, but couldn’t make it 
work. I 

also performed magic & 
ventriloquism at birthday 
parties as a youngster, I always 
considered it a hobby, that is 
until I won first place in the 
florida state magic convention 
contest, at age ten, quite an 
accomplishment for a kid- 
magician at the time, later on, 
studying to be a film-maker 
at the University of Miami, I 
put myself through college, 


performing magic shows at 
events and comedy clubs, and 
cruiseships around the world, 
from Barcelona to San Juan.... 
if you turn your passion into 
your living, you can never go 
wrong. 

How is your show different 
than say; David Copperfield, 
Lance Burton or Amazing 
Jonathan? 

I present “magic” mixed with 
nonstop laughter, and world- 
class stage illusions, I don’t 
take myself so seriously on 
stage, and I don’t have a set 
script, most is improvised, 
lets just say controlled ciaos, 
involving interactive audience 
fun...plus the Magic Live!® 
upscale theater at the Westin 
only seats 125, every seat is 
perfect sightlines to the stage, 
it’s more of an private personal 
show, than watching it from a 
far in a large auditorium stage, 
than a typical magic show. 

What is your greatest career 
achievement? 

On April 1st, in 1988 (April 
Fools Day), I set a guinness 
world record, in magic, by 
performing 102 magic tricks 
in a little more than 3 minutes, 
it was filmed for network 
television, and aired in 52 
countries around the world 
including the australian TV 
show, Just for the Record, and 
aired as a major news story 
throughout the USA, it earned 
me the title of; the World’s 
Most Versatile Magician, 
the event was sponsored by 
Timex, and after that bookings 
started to pour in. 

What is this I hear about your 
new conspiracy novel; Houdini 
Lives! ? I spent two years 
collaborating over the internet 
with New England mystery 
writer, A1 Blanchard on my 
story; Houdini Lives!, the 
novel is now available online 
and at www.HoudiniLives. 
com, it’s historical fiction, set 
40 years past Houdini’s death 
in 1926, the world’s greatest 
magician, Houdini is living as 
his fathers profession in miami 
beach, in 1966, and he knows 


other celebrities of that time 
period from Jackie Gleason 
to Sinatra to Larry King, I 
believe this story will one day 
be turned into a feature film. 

How do you spend your time, 
when you’re not performing? 
Aruba is without a doubt the 
most picturesque island of all 


the Caribbean, as a filmmaker, I 
like to spent my time shooting 
short stories, and interviews 
of the people of aruba, who 
are always fascinating, you 
can see a few shorts on www. 
Arubal23.com , one is a short 
documentary titled; Aruba, 
almost heaven. I plan to shoot 
more in the future. □

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Two missing 
Dutch 
families 
confirmed 

dead 

The two missing Dutch 
families who were staying at 
a hotel which collapsed in last 
week’s earthquake in Haiti 
have been confirmed dead. 
The two couples and their 
three adoptive children 
were identified by an Israeli 
identification team using 
dental records it received 
from the Netherlands Forensic 
Institute. Their bodies will be 
repatriated as soon as possible. 
The Foreign Ministry has 
informed the next of kin. 

The families were staying 
in Villa Therese, a hotel in a 
suburb of PortauPrince, when 
the disaster struck. Their 
remains were buried near the 
hotel in a temporary grave on 
Monday. The Dutch honorary 
consul and Dutch marines, 
deployed to the disaster area, 
attended a short ceremony in 
their remembrance. 

Another missing Dutch 
national from the Dutch 
Antilles has been located, 
leaving three people on the 
Foreign Ministry’s missing 
list.Q 



Tough choices ahead for 
Caribbean energy sector 


PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad and Tobago, 
Jan. 19 (UPI) — The Caribbean energy 
sector faces tough choices this year 
because of steadily high crude oil costs, 
trade deficits amid a continuing economic 
downturn and concerns over climate 
change that require choices the region’s 
countries cannot make without more cash 
in their coffers. 

At issue is the Caribbean’s conundrum: oil 
prices it can ill afford to pay and finding 
substitutes for oil that it cannot fund. 
Some small gains have been made in the 
Caribbean as part of U.N. programs to 
help develop renewable energy sources, 
but the quantities are minuscule compared 
with the region’s requirements. 

As a result, economic development is 
likely to remain inhibited by the energy 
constraints, said analysts attending an 
international Caribbean energy conference 
in Trinidad and Tobago. 

The conference Jan. 25-27 is an 


energy-sector event in the Caribbean 
region. Although the conference this 
year has set the theme as “energy and 
entrepreneurship,” delegates said the 
subtext is that the Caribbean has to rely 
more on its own meager resources to cope 
with its growing energy needs. 

Caribbean industry experts are keen 
to learn more about renewable energy 
extraction techniques from more advanced 
societies but do not want to get tied down 
in ventures that raise huge credit schemes 
they cannot handle. 

Delegates said while the Caribbean’s own 
methods of producing renewable energy 
— whether hydroelectric, solar or soil 
based — are often cheap and primitive, 
technologies offered by companies from 
outside the region are advanced and 
promise higher yields but required large 
cash outlays as initial investment. 

A meeting point had to be reached to learn 


from experiences elsewhere and adapt 
technologies to the Caribbean’s needs 
economically and with tangible results, 
said the delegates. 

Caribbean countries are looking to forge 
closer ties with emergent economies 
like China, India and Latin American 
energy producers, including Brazil and 
Venezuela. 

The Caribbean energy sector has attracted 
international attention lately. Soon after 
the Trinidad conference, many delegates 
have been invited to attend yet another 
conference on the subject in the Dutch 
Antilles island of Aruba. 

The Aruba conference will also look 
into issues of electricity theft in Jamaica 
and the Dominican Republic, pipelines 
in the region, wind power, biofuels and 
geothermal energy. 

Creating energy from waste will be 
examined at the Aruba conference, 
organizers said.Q

Bill Brooks 
dead at 76 



West Palm Beach, FL reports 
the death of retired General 
Manger Bill Brooks. He was 76. 


Brooks, who hadbeen suffering 
with cancer, died in Curacao 
on Saturday (1/16), while he 
and his wife, Muffy, were on 
a cruise to the Panama Canal. 

The funeral service has 
been set for Monday, 
January 25th in Palm Beach. 

Bill Brooks had a most 
unusual career. He first 
became a Catholic priest, but 
according to an obituary in 
the Palm Beach Post, quit 
the priesthood when the 
church refused to denounce 
the Vietnam War. Then, as a 
broadcaster, Brooks became 
Station Manager and then 
General Manager of WPTV, 
serving as GM for 17 years. 

After retiring in 1998, Brooks 
tumedtopolitics.Hewaselected 
to the Palm Beach Council 
and served for eight years. 

“I know of no one who 
affected as many Palm Beach 
County lives in such a positive 
way as Bill Brooks - a priest, 
a teacher, a broadcaster, a 
political leader. He served 
many roles, but his compass 
always pointed toward 
community service,” said 
Brian Lawlor, Scripps Sr. VP 
of Television in a video posted 
on the station website. □ 


Poll predicts win for NA 


PHILIPSBURG—An 18 per cent lead and 
a victory for National Alliance (NA) over 
main rival the Democratic Party (DP) 
are predicted for Friday’s parliamentary 
elections, based on an opinion poll 
carried out by Caribbean Development 
Research Services (CADRES) at the 
end of December. This would mean 
that NA would capture two of the three 
parliamentary seats allotted to St. 
Maarten. The poll, which sampled 480 
registered voters in person-to-person 
interviews, was conducted “on the request 
of an investor who wanted to get a reading 
on the election,” poll coordinator Janus 
James told the newspaper. The sample 
was pulled from all 16 districts. 

The 480 people were randomly selected 
from the 19,355 registered voters. 
Originally, 500 registered voters who 
gave their opinion about what is to be 
the last election for the Parliament of 
the Netherlands Antilles, but only 480 
answers were deemed usable, James 
explained. 

An 18 per cent lead in voter support is 
predicted for National Alliance (NA), led 
by William Marlin, over Sarah Wescot- 
Williams’ Democratic Party (DP). Based 
on the poll sample, 46 per cent were in 
favour of NA while 28 per cent were for 


DP. People’s Progressive Alliance (PPA), 
headed by Gracita Arrindell, received five 
per cent of the voter support. 

Marlin and Wescot-Williams are expected 
to be the top two vote getters, with their 
numbers being “neck and neck” at the end 
of polling. NA candidates Commissioner 
Frans Richardson and parliamentarian 
George Pantophlet are next on the list of 
highest vote getters. They are followed by 
Arrindell and other NA candidates: State 
Secretary of Health Patrick Illidge and 
Commissioner Hyacinth Richardson. 

The first DP candidate to emerge 
on the high vote getter list is former 
Commissioner Roy Marlin, followed by 
NA parliamentarian Rodolphe Samuel 
and DP Island Councilman Leroy de 
Weever. 

Marlin emerged the “preferred leader” for 
the island, with a 12 per cent lead over 
Wescot-Williams, according to the poll. 
Of the sample voters, 33 per cent chose 
Marlin, 21 per cent opted for Wescot- 
Williams and eight per cent for Arrindell. 
“Yet another reliable predictor for a 
National Alliance victory is a dramatic 
14 per cent swing in voter support to 
NA [from other parties] since the last 
[parliamentary] election. DP and PPA lost 
ground to the National Alliance,” James 


said. DP lost three per cent of its swing 
voter support from 2006 and PPA lost 
eight per cent. 

The poll also found that the “widely 
held perception among voters is that 
the National Alliance will win Friday’s 
Parliamentary elections. This is one of 
the key indices in measuring competitive 
strengths in election races,” the poll 
coordinator said. 

Forty-four per cent of the people polled 
showed a preference for NA to lead 
St. Maarten into country status, while 
29 per cent preferred DP, a 15 per cent 
difference. 

Concern about crime and violence scored 
high, 23 per cent, with the 480 people 
polled. High on the list of immediate 
concerns were also cost of living/economy 
(23 per cent), illiteracy/job opportunity 
for youngster (17 per cent) and cost of 
water and electricity (10 per cent). 

James is associated with the Barbados 
based CADRES, which has conducted 
research for corporate clients, institutions 
and political parties is the Caribbean. 

NA leader William Marlin in an interview 
with this newspaper for its Election Special 
2010 had alluded to a poll commissioned 
by his party predicting that it would get it 
a landslide in Friday’s Elections. □

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Scott Brown: the Ben-Hur 
of Massachusetts politics

Minneapolis - As Barack Obama completes his first year in 
office, observers may wonder how his hope and change thing 
is working out. Tonight, Massachusetts voters provided the 
answer. Americans are hoping for change, alright, but the 
change they desire is change from the leading policies of the 
Obama administration. Massachusetts is a heavily Democratic 
state, arguably the bluest in the country. It has not elected a 
Republican Senator since 1972. The seat in issue had been held 
by Democrats since 1953 - 47 of them by the late Ted Kennedy. 
And Scott Brown came out of nowhere to run an insurgent 
campaign whose success defied enormous odds. In a campaign 
in which Mr. Brown’s well-used GMC truck took on a starring 
role, the best metaphor for his triumph might be a chariot race. 
Here I turn to Charlton Heston’s memoir “In the Arena.” 

One of the book’s highlights is Heston’s recollection of his work 
preparing for the chariot race in the film “Ben-Hur.” Heston had 
gone to Rome several weeks before shooting in order to work 
on a practice race track. “I had to learn to drive the chariot,” 
Heston recalled. “I’d long since realized the crucial importance 
of learning the physical skill you need for a part before the play 
goes into rehearsal or the film starts.” Stuntman and second unit 
director Yakima Canutt was responsible for the orchestration of 
the chariot scene. He obtained more than 100 horses to make up 
the eight teams, with backups. Heston recalls training at least 
two hours a day for six weeks with the four teams of white horses 
Canutt had picked for him. “Over the weeks Yak made me into 
a modestly competent charioteer,” Heston acknowledged, and 
yet he still fretted that his skills were not adequate to the scene. 
“Y’know, Yak, I feel pretty comfortable running this team now, 
but we’re all alone here. We start shooting this sucker in ten 
days. I’m not so sure I can cut it with seven other teams out 
there.” Heston finishes the story: “Yak looked at me and pushed 
his cap back on his head. ‘Chuck, you just make sure y’stay in 
the chariot. I guarantee yuh gonna win the damn race.’” 

Heston told this story when he came out to Minnesota to speak 
on behalf of Republican senate candidate Rod Grams in the fall 
of 1994. Heston advised Rod that he would win the race if he 
stayed in the chariot. (Grams stayed in the chariot and won.) 
Watching from a distance as Brown campaigned against 
Martha Coakley over the closing days of the campaign, I 
thought of Heston’s chariot story. The breadth and intensity of 
support evidenced for Brown at his rallies showed him to be the 
beneficiary of national forces carrying him to an improbable 
victory. □ 


Haitians must help shape their own future

Notice that US and other foreign officials 
visiting Haiti have bent over backward to say 
they are working with the government of this 
earthquake-shaken country - not controlling 
it. 

“We are working to back them up, but not to 
supplant them,” said US Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton on her way to Haiti 
last Saturday. 

The distinction is important for several reasons. 
History, for one. The US, despite its proximity, 
has had an uneasy and unsteady relationship 
with its Caribbean neighbor over the decades. 
Its record of intervention and assistance is 
mixed. 

At the same time, Haiti’s government, led by 
President Rene Preval, deserves international 
recognition of its legitimacy - even as a small 
core of government ministers, overwhelmed 
by the scale of destruction and its own losses, 
attempts to function from a police headquarters 
building near the damaged airport. 

Most important, though, if Haiti is to turn from 
its pattern of extreme poverty and political 
upheaval, Haitians must help shape their own 
future. As tragic as the earthquake was, it also 
presents an opportunity to redirect and rebuild. 
Success is more likely if Haitians themselves 
have a stake in it. 

The media are full of inspiring stories about 
individual initiative: people pulling others 
from rubble with their bare hands, assembling 
makeshift shelters, strategizing on how to bring 
back their businesses. But it is not too soon to 
think about Haiti’s needs after the recovery- 
and-relief phase is over, and how to involve the 
Haitian government and people in rebuilding. 
Admirably, that very thought process is already 
under way. Over the weekend, Mr. Preval met 
with international donors in the Dominican 
Republic, which borders Haiti. Dominican 
President Leonel Fernandez suggested that a 
five-year, $ 10-billion plan would be needed. 
Next week, foreign ministers - and the Haitian 
prime minister - will gather in Canada to 
discuss a rebuilding strategy. Then back to 
the Dominican Republic for more planning in 
April. 


By virtue of the vast destruction, reconstruction 
will have to be vast in scope, covering everything 
from health and education to agriculture. As 
recently as the 1980s, Haitian farmers met 
nearly all of the country’s rice needs. Now 
most rice is imported. Haitians can be put to 
work rebuilding infrastructure that withstands 
the next earthquake and the frequent hurricanes 
that blast the island. 

It is encouraging to hear Preval, who has served 
in high posts in Haiti’s government for nearly 
20 years, say that Haiti must “reinforce the 
democratic institutions.” Indeed, graft stains his 
government, and will be a key issue as Preval, 
donor nations, and nongovernmental groups 
look for ways to assure accountability without 
hampering speedy follow-through on aid. One 
hopeful sign is that before the earthquake, 
Preval strongly supported trials of security 
officials accused of human rights abuses, a first 
in Haiti. 

Although foreign governments have shown 
respect and deference to the Haitian president 
and other government officials, not so the 
Haitian people, who complain bitterly that their 
government is nowhere to be seen in this crisis. 
The PrAOval administration must address this, 
and quickly. 

“We are overwhelmed,” Haitian Prime 
Minister Jean-Max Bellerive explained to The 
Washington Post. “We are not only ourselves 
victims of the disaster, but also do not have the 
capacity to do this on our own.” 

He is correct on one level, that the government 
is as overwhelmed as the population and needs 
help. PrAOval not only lost the presidential 
palace, but his private home. 

Yet political leaders who accept the label of 
victim for themselves will find it hard to win 
the respect of citizens. Is it too much to ask 
of the Haitian president, as disadvantaged as 
he is, to visit the large refugee camp that has 
sprouted near the palace and encourage his 
fellow Haitians? So far, he has spoken mostly 
to the foreign media. 

Haiti’s people and its government need 
sizable and steady help from the international 
community. But they must also determine their 
own future. □

Reyes Villa enfrenta varios procesos y 
tiene otras dos ordenes de detencion por 
no comparecer ante cargos en su contra por
